Delegate Conrad Huber has joined Dele- 
gate Thomas Kaye in fighting the sprinkling 
plan of the Board of Public Improvements, 
and the bill may be indefinitely delayed, 
unless the board recedes from its  posi- 
tion. How likely et 2 © do 
this may be judged from the statement of 
Water Commissioner M. L. Holman, who has 
very positive ideas on the subject of sprink- 
ling. ; 

“We gotup our plan,’’ said he, ‘‘by tak- 
inga mapof thecity and looking overit at 
the streets, and we asked only how much 
travel there was on each street, and whether 
or notit needed sprinkling. The scheme ts 
designed for the good of the whole city, and 
we looked at it from that standpoint merely, 
not considering the personal objections of 
property owners.’’ 

EVERYBODY GRINDING AXES. 

The House of Delegates is looking at it from 
exactly the opposite standpoint, and there is 
where the trouble lies, Every man whois 
unwilling to pay a sprinkling tax has brought 
pressure on members of the House to have 
the street on which he lives taken outof the 
bill. Real estate men have been 
especially active in this way, and s0 
have others who have bought large pieces 
of land in the city to hold for speculation. 
Most of the objectors have gone to Dele- 
gate Huber, who is the chairman 
of the committee having the -bill in 
charge, and flattered by the compliment to 
his influence he has undertaken to cut up 
the billagain. Other membersof the com- 
mittee have been appealed to in the 
same way, and whenthe committee meets 
Friday there will beas many amendments as 
there were when it was first considered. If 
they were adopted there would appear in 
the very midst of a lot of sprinkled streets 
one unsprinkled, whose dust would blow 
over on the wet streets and make things as 


_ disagreeable for the people living there as if 


their own were not sprinkled. 
DELEGATE KAYE’S FIGHT. 

Delegate Kaye holds out against the sprink- 
ling ofthe Old Manchester road, west of 
Macklind avenue..The owners of large tracts 
of land out there, on both sides of the street, 
do not want it sprinkled.

The 
Commissioner told him that wood was the 
most expensive and the least durable pave- 
mentin St. Louis and pointed out the rotting 
blocks on Garrison avenue as an illustration.

lator, ‘‘but why do you favor asphalt?’’ 

‘‘It has always been my favorite,’’ re- 
sponded the Commsssioner, ‘‘but until lately 
the property owners haven’t agreed with 
me.

@zents have been here for some weeks, and 
not only have introduced themselves to the 
city officials from whom a good word now 
an then might be useful, but have 
attended meetings of property owners con- 
sidering street reconstruction and have made 
Speeches claiming asphaltto bethe best of 
ving materials.

A LESSON IN SKATING.

How Wolves Taught a Boy to “Cut the

Every winter whenI go past the wolves’ 
den in Central Park Zoo on my way to the 
skating lake I cannot, help thinking how 
those flerce beasts once gave Me my severest 
lesson in skating.

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RW. GOODE’S STORY. 


He Tells of Overtures Made by One of 
the Train Robbers. 


A PROPOSITION TO EFFECT A SETTLE- 
MENT WITH THE EXPRESS COMPANY. 


A Startling Tale Related at a Meeting of 

Politicians in McClatchey’s Saloon— 

"Mr. Goode Says He Told the Story 
Simply as a Joke—Know the Men. 


A story that is strange, if true, and inex- 


plicable, iffalse, came in a roundabout way. 


to the Post-DispaTtcuH and, being investi- 
gated, turns out as follows: 

Last Sunday, a half-dozen thirsty and .con- 
vivial members * of ‘*the push’’ 
congregated in McClatchey’s saloon 
and mingled political conversation, racy 
stories and McClatchy’s strong drinks untila 
late hour. Amongthe party were John Mc- 
Fall, representing the Mullanphy Board; 
Secretary James W. Brennan, representing 
the patron saint of the push; Lawyer Bob 
Goode ,representing himself; Charlie O’Brien, 
representing everybody and Councilman 
James representing the anti-combine ele- 
ment. The investigation ef the Mullanphy 
Board was under discussion, and the genial 
President was mercilessly guyed. He retorted 
by insinuating that he wasn’t a train robber 
anyway and there was no proof that the 
others were not. © 

BOB GOODE'S STORY. — 

This led to more chaff, and finally Lawyer 
Goode seriously stated that, joking 
aside, the robbery business was serious 
and that it was the most remarkable, in 
some respects, of any that had occurred. 
He wound up by intimating thathe knew 
more about the robbery than he cared to 
tell and when pressed for an explanation 
stated that he had been approached profes- 
sionally by one of the robbers, and his inter- 
mediation with the express company solic- 
ited. He stated that he had been confronted 
by a man inhis office, corner of Bighth and 
Pine street on Friday last, by a man who 
carried a grip-sack in his hand. The 
man introduced himself as one of 
the train robbers and_— said that 
he wanted to secure the services of Mr. Goode 
as an intermediary. He claimed to have over 
$100,000 in the bag he carried and wanted Mr, 
Goode to agree, for aconsideration,to get the 
express people to consent to take part of the 
money stolen from them and guaran- 
tee freedom from prosecution. Mr. Goode 
suggested -that it would be possible for 
the robber to turn State’s evidence 
tell where his partners in crime were hidden 
and thus secure immunity for himself. This, 
however, the man refused to do, and sud- 
denly left. | 

Upon learning this incredible story, re- 


porters were set to work to see all the par- 
ties and ascertain the truth or falsity of the 


report. Allthe parties seen cheerfully de- 
nied having heard any such 
story, all denied having met in 


McClatchy’s saloon and Brennan and 
Goode even indignantly deniea knowledge of 
the existence of such a saloon. The s6a- 
loon in question is a well-known 
political headquarters, directly op- 
posite the City Hall, on Eleventh street, 
midway between Market and Chestnut,and Is 
No. 14 North. Itisthe only saloon between 
the two corners, yet these able politicians 
agreed that it did notexist. But Councilman 
James admitted this morning that he and all 
the others were present, and that Mr. Goode 
did talk about the train-robbers. 
MR. GOODE ADMITS IT. 

Armed with this admission and other 
proofs Mr. Goode was seen and recanted his 
denial. He laughed and admitted the im- 
peachment. Admitted that he had told the 
story almost ne as related above, but 
maintained that he had been perpetratinga 
joke onthe otbers. But the professed to be- 
lieve that the express company is now treat- 
ing with certain rties for the return of the 
money. This belief is strengthening in cer- 


tain well informed quarters and is 
pretty generally shared at Police Head- 
quarters. The faet that after’ the 


lapse of ten days the express company has 
offered no reward, the extreme reticence of 
the express officials and their unwiilingness 
to co-operate with the local police strength 

ens the belief. It is asserted that one or 
more of the robbers have been located and if 
not actually under restraint, such as Fother- 
ingham suffered, are where they cannot es- 
cape.

THE ELECTRIC GIRL. 


Explanation of One of Her Apparently 
Marvelous Tricks. 


From Elecricity. 

Another oe yagi ae and myself were handed 
a strong stick, about four feet long, which 
we were told to grasp with both hands and 
holdina vertical position. The girl placed 
her open hand against the side of the lower 
end, as shown, and we were told ty press 
down as hard as we could. I know I used my 
utmost 7 rag and, presumably, my com- 
panion did also, but in spite of all our efforts 
we could not cause the stick to slide past her 
open hand. Had she grasped the stick in 
both hands with a firm hold she could not 
have held it against the efforts of either of us 
alone. I was not long in experimenting on 
this and inlearning how it was done. It is 
one of the most effective tricks in the reper- 
toire of the electric gir! and at the same time 
can be very easily acquired. As it throws so 
am uch light on the other tricks I will explain 


it first. 
The two men are requjred to stand side by 
side and the girl, facing them, places the 


palm of her hand on the side of the stick 
away from her, or on that side towards 
which the men are facing. She is also care- 
ful to place her hand as far from theirs as 
| ty: eae thus gaining considerable leverage. 
she begins by moving her hand up and down 
on the stick, frst with very slight but with 
gradually increasing pressure, as if to make 
better contact. This diverts the stick from 
the perpendicular and she telis them to hold 
it straight. As they eNdeavor to do this they 
are working to a great disadvantage, 
having little or no leverage, whereas she 
has a foot or two. ‘he strain on 
her is very slight, first, because of the lever- 
age in her favor, and, second, because it is 
merely tensional in the direction of her arm. 
When she thinks she has sufficient pressure 
on her hand the order is giventothe men to 
poe down as hardasthey can. They think 
hey are exerting a tremendous Vertical 
pressure, but the fact is their efforts are al- 
most entirely consumed in keeping the stick 
vertical against her pull at the ane end. 
They know they are expending some energ 
in this way, but are confident that most of t 
is expended in vertical thrust. ‘There is. of 
course, some of this, but their efforts to 
counteract her pull cause sufficient friction 
between her hand and the stick to support 
that thrust or its equivalent weight.

CHINESE EMBROIDERY. 


pier aie te 
A Curious Stitch With Which Charming 
Designs May Be Worked. 

Chinese embroidery is curious and wats 
ing work. The materials which are necess 
for it are pale-colored satin for the founda- 
tion, Chinese gold-thread, and cordonnet 
silk of medium thickness, or Spanish silk 


The Needle, Stitch and Outline, 
floss. The satin is stretched overan em 
broidery frame, andthe design stamped or 
sketched upon it, when a pleceof heavy mus- 
lin is basted over the nether side of the 
satin, to prevent the surface from drawing- 


when the finished work 1s taken out of the 
frame. The design is then outiined with the 
gold thread which is fastened down with 
fine stitches of corresponding silk, so that 
they are invisible. When this is done the 
filling in commences, for which the Chinese 
knot stitch is used. 

This stitch is made in the following man- 
ner: The silk is carried from  under- 
neath to the top, and is wound around 
the needle. The needle is then assed 
through the satin half-ways down its length 


The Design Completed, _ 
and in a vertical position, so that the silk 
can be tightened by the left hand to lay close 


around the needle. To finish the knot, the 
needle is pushed all the way through the 
foundation, and the thread tightened. 

Three shades of one color of the silk are 
necessary, the darkest tint for the lower end 
of the des! growing gradually lighter 
toward the edges. 

At first the knots are placed close together, 
but toward the edges small intervals are left 
which are filled Dut with the next light shade 
in order to bring about a happy blending of 
the colors. The number of rows of knots to 
be made cepends upon the size of the figure. 

The choice of colors for the accompanying 
model are: Fraize for the three cen- 
ter flowers, dark blue for the buds and olive 
for the stem and the outer leaves. These 
colors must of course be procured in their 
three successive tints.

EARS AND NOSES OF ALUMINUM. 


They Are Made to Order in Boston and 
Dozens of Them. 


From the Boston Heraid. 

The accidents and diseases to which the 
nasal and other organs are Hable are much 
more numerousthan the ordinary thinker 
supposes, andthe numberof people to be 
met with who are wearing false ears or 
noses, without the knowledge of any but 
their most intimate friends, would prove 
quite surprising If it could be made known. 

The old manner of attaching false noses to 
the face was by means of eye-glasses, and 
the substances used were either wax, cellu- 
loid, wood, porcelain or vulcanite. The last 
mentioned substance was mostly in favor 
‘because of its lightness, strength and small 
liability to injury. After being vulcanized 
the plece waS painted by an artist in oil 
colors as nearthe colorof the skin of the 
intended we@rer ag it was poss- 
ble to get it. Ofcourse the great objection 
was the wearing of the glasses.

nce disease has touched it decay is rapid. 

Nearly all dental works give examples of 
cases that have been treated with more or 
less success at different periods, some of the 
best known being those performed by Dr. 
Hoopes in 1860; Dr. Brackett of Newport, KR. 
I., in 1874, and Prof. Wildman in 1863. 

All the old methods have been superseded 
by a Boston dentist, who has invented a new 
system of springs by which not only a whole 
nose or ear may be attached to the head and 
race and be passed on the street without de- 
tection by the ordinary pedestrian, but any 
small portion of either may be affixed in the 
same manner. Inachat witha Herald re- 
porter about the matter lately,the gentleman 
referred to sald: 

‘‘It wasa mere accident my eying any at- 
tention to the matter atall. A friendof mine 
had lost his nose through an ulcerated tooth 
and asked me_to try and make him one. 
gave much time to the matter and finally 
succeeded in making hima nose that fitted 
his face so snugly,and gave him so little 
trouble, that to say he was delighted with it 
would be putting it mildly. The greatest 
trouble l experienced was in getting the artl- 
ficial nose painted a natural color, and for 
that purpose my friend was obit ed to 8s 
considerable time in an artist's chair. eis 
not in this city now, and the people where he 
ee resides would not believe it if told that 

e was wearing a false one. 

**] next experimented on making an ear, 
and remember that my first tient wasa 
young man whose folks had lived in the 
country when he was an infant, where one 
day an older sister carried him out into a

THE FAMOUS HILL CLIMBER MADE A 
NEGLECTFUL HUSBAND. 9 


His Wife Alleges That He Stayed Out 
Late o’ Nights Bicycling and Failed 
to Dress Her Properly—Payment for

The marital troubles of the bicycle hill- 
climbing champion of the West occupied 
Judge Valliant’s time this morning, and 
ended in the granting of a divorce which 
leaves Hal Greenwood and his wife, Emma 
Alma, to climb the hill of life by separate 
roads in the future.

1886. During the year 1890 her husband, 
Mrs. Greenwood stated, used to stay out all 
night about once a month. When asked by 
her where he had been she stated he would 
sometimes reply that he had been 
playing pokeror billiardsor bicycle riding. 
He dressed in the most fashionable and costly 
attire, she stated, and furnished her with 
a scanty supply of the plainest clothing. 
He would go to dancing parties, she stated, 
and steamboat excursions without telling her 
or offering to take her with him. On one oc- 
casion e kicked her, she _ alleged. 
‘*Hal’’ Greenwood, the defendant in the 
case, is one of the most noted bicycle riders 
in this country. His best work asa Dicyclist 
has been in_ feats of hill-climb- 
ing, and he holés the championship 
of the United States In that fleld of skill, 
strength and endurance, He has ridden in 
races all over the country, and ts well known 
to all who have paid any attention to work in 
the cyclists’ world.

FEW VACANT LOTS, 


Figures Showing How Subdivided Prop- 
erty Is Rapidly Built On. 


ANOTHER INTERESTING SHOWING OF 
REAL ESTATE IMPROVEMENTS, 


More Front Feet Occupied by Buildings 
Erected This Year Than There Was in 
Property Subdivided Since the Year 
Began—The Constant Diminution of 
Vacant Lots—Realty News. 


People who take but little if any pains to 
inform themselves on the progress that St. 
Louis is makifig, especially with reference to 
its real estate interests, are frequently heard 
to remark that there is more property sub- 
divided in this city now than there will bea 
demand for tn the nextten years. Such oft 
repeated expressions, of simply an assumed 
knowledge, voiced mainly for the purpose 
of making the speaker appear unusually 
wise, are not only untrue, but there is not 
the slightest foundation for such talk. It is 
injurious to the best interests of the city; a 
directly opposite state of effairs is true. 

The fact is, a great deal more ground with- 
in the city limits has been oceupied by new 
improvements this year than has been added 
by new subdivisions to the aggregate ict 
frontage as it existed a year ago. 

This statement is based upon a critical and 
exhaustive examination, from the ist of 
January last, of the plats filed in the office of 
the Recorder of Deeds, than which there is 
no higher authority upon the subject. 

A recapitulation of these records, for the 
lapse of time stated indicates that there 
have been 3,094 lots, with an aggregate 
frontage of 122,075 feet, subdivided and 
added to what was platted at the commence- 
ment of the year, and the calculation in- 
cludes 191 lots with a frontage of 11,4 feet 
in Greenwood, a new subdivision laid out on 
the city border. 

In the property subdivided during the year 
1890 there were 3,1 lots. Now considering 
that the number of lots platted in 16 was 
considerably larger it is apparent that but 
little unsubdivided property remains within 
the city limits.

YARDS A BIG SUCCESS.

The fat stock show at the National Stock 
Yards in East Louis té-day has beena big 
success in every respect. The number of en- 
tries is much larger than was anticipated 
and as to the quality of the animals shown it 
is the finest live stock exhibit ever made in 
St. Louls.

Charles Gibson Discusses Yellow- 
stone Park's Prospects. 
From the New York Press. 

Mr. Charles Gibson, a wealthy citizen of St. 
Louls, who is president of the Yellowstone 
Park Association, is in New York awaiting 
the opening of Congress, when he expects to 
lay before that body some reasons why the 
corporation witb which he is connected 
should be permitted to erect two more hotels 
in the Yellowstone ark. Mr. Gibson Is a 
medium sized old gentleman with white 
beard and piercing: gray eyes, who wears a 
Diack felt hat with a broad brim, which ts so 


well Known in the West asa ‘‘slouch.’’ 
There are seven hotels in the Yellow- 
stone Park, which have heretofore 
been sufficient, under the manner of pene- 
trating that wonderful creation of nature to 
accommodate tgurists. Recently the Govern- 
ment has opened up new roads by which 
the stages can make a complete circuit, tak- 
ingin the great geyser regions, the lake, 
plateau and the big geyser without retracing 
any ofthe road. he new route from the 
geyser region tothe lake issolong as tore- 
quire two night stops for travelers, and there 
is only one small hotel, capable of accommo- 
dating five or six persons, in that section of 
the park. Itis here thatthe two new hotels 
are wanted. Mr. Gibson anticipates that 
fully one-half the foreigners who come to the 
World’s Fair will wantto see the Yellowstone 


Mr. 


Park quite as muchasthe fair. He said to 
me on this subject yesterday: 
“The Old World has had expositions 
such as it is impossible for us to 


eclipse in our World’s Fair. Americans who 
went abroad to see these expositions did not 
gO wholly on account of the expositions. 
They considered an exposition as one of the 
attractions of Europe which they could not 
See another year, and having taken it in, 
went to Venice, Rome, Berlin and other great 
cities to see the sights of Europe. I take It 
hat foreigners coming here are going to fol- 
ow the same course, andthat is why I want 
to be ready for them In the Yellowstone Park. 
The winters there are very severe, the snow 
sometimes being from seven to ten feet deep. 
Lieut. Schwatka was unable to penetrate the 
park in wintertime. Whatever we do there 
must be done next summer, andthat is why 
I want Congress to act this winter in giv- 
ba dew the privilege of putting up the new 
Otels.’’

The removal of these restrictions in every in- 
stance was asked for and given solely upon 
the ground that we had now provided a meat 
inspection that should be accepted as ade- 
quate to the complete removal of the dan- 
gers, real or fancied, which had been previ- 
ously urged. The State Department, our 
ministers abroad andthe Secretary o! Agri- 
culture have co-operated with unflagging 
and intelligent zeal for the accomplishment 
of this great resuit. The outlines of an 
agreement have been reached with Gernrany, 
looking to equitable trade concessions in con- 
sideration of the continued free importation 
of her sugars, but the time has not yet ar- 
rived when this correspondence can be gub- 
mitted to Congress. 

The recent political disturbances in the 
Republic of Brazil have excited regret and 
solicitude. The information we possessed 
was tou meager to enable us to form a satis- 
factory judgment of the causes leading to 
the temporary assumption of supreme 
power by President Fonseca, but this Gov- 
ernment did not fail-to express to him its 
anxious solicitude for the peace of Brazil 
and for the maintenance of the free political 
institution s which had recently been estab- 
lished there, nor to offer our advice that 
great moderation should be observed 
in the clash of parties and the contest for 
eye go — counsels were received in 
the most frien@ly spirit, and the latest in- 
formation is that constitutional government 
has been re-established without bloodshed. 


THE MAFIA MATTER. 
The lynching at New Orleansin March last 
of eleven men of Italian nativity by a mob of 


citizens was a most deplorable and dis- 
creditable incident. It did not, huwever, 
have its origininany genéral animosity to 
the Italian people, nor in any disrespect to 
the Government of Italy, with which our re- 
lations were of the most friendly character. 
The fury of the mob was directed against 
these men as the supposed participants or 
accessories in the murder ofacity officer. 
do not allude tothis as mitigating in any de- 
gree this offense against law and humanity, 
but only as affecting the international ques- 
tions which grew out of it. It was 
at once represented by the Italian 
Minister that several of those 
whose lives had been taken by the mob wefe 
Italian subjects, and a demand was made for 
the punishment of the participants and for 
anindemnity to the families of those who 
were Killed, It istobe regretted that the 
manner in which these claims were pre- 
sented was not such as to promote acalm 
discussion of the questions involved; but this 
may well be attributed to the excitement and 
indignation which the crime naturally 
evoked. The views of this Government as to 
iis obligations to foreigners domiclied here 
were fully stated in the correspondence, as 
well as its purpose to make an investigation 
of the affair with a view to 
determine whether there were  pre- 
sent any circumstances that could, 
under such rules of duty as we had ind- 
cated, create an obligation upon the United 
States. The temporary absence of a minister 
plenipotentiary. at this capital has retarded 
the further correspondence, but it is not 
doubted that a friendly conclusion is at- 
tainable. Some suggestions growing out of 
the unhdppy incident are worthy the atten- 
tion of Congress. It would I believe, be en- 
tirely competent for Congress to make 
offenses against the treaty rights of 
foreigners domiciied inthe United States 
cognizable to the Federal courts. This has 
not, however, been done, and the Federal 
Officers and courts have no power, in such 
cases to intervene, either forthe protection 
ofa foreign citizen or for the punishment of 
his slayers. It seems to me to follow in this 
state of law that the officers ofthe State 
charged withthe police and judictal powers 
in such cases must,in the consideration of 
international questions growing out of such 
incidents, be regarded in such sense as Fea- 
eral agents as to make tnis Government 
answerable for their acts in cases where it 
would be answerable if the United States had 
used Its constitutional power to define and 
punish crimes against treaty rights. 


OUR RELATIONS WITH CHILI. 
The civil warin Chili, which began January 
last was continued, but fortunately with in- 


frequent and not important armed collisions, 
until Aug. 28, when the Congressional forces 
landed near Valparaiso, and, after a bloody 
engagement captured that city. Prestdent 
Ralmaceds at once recognized that his cause 
was lostanda Provisional Government was 
speedily established by the victorious party.

With 
the overthrow of the Balmaceda government 
he and many of his councilors and officers be- 
came at once fugitives for their lives and ap- 
peaied to the commanding officers of the for- 
eign naval vessels in the harbor of Valparaiso 
and to the resident foreign ministers at San- 
tiagofor asylum. This asylum was freely 
given, according to my information, by the 
haval vessels of several foreign powers and by 
several of the legations at Santiago. The 
American Minister, as well as his colleagues, 
acting under the impulses of humanity, ex- 
tended*asylum to political refugees whose 
lives were in peril. Ihave not been willing 
to direct the surrender of such of these per- 
Sons as are still in the American legation 
without suitable conditions. It is believed 
that the Government of Chili is not ina po- 
sition, in view of the precedents with which 
ithas been connected, to broadly deny the 
right of asylum, and the correspondence has 
not thus far presented any such denial. The 
treatment of our Minister for a time was such 
astocall fora decided protest, and it was 
very gratifying to observe that umfriendly 
measures, which were undoubtedly the re- 
sult of the prevailing excitement, were at 
once rescinded or suitably relaxed. 


THE VALPARAISO MASSACRE. 
On the 16th of October an event occurred in 
Valparaiso so serious and tragic in its cir- 
cumstances and results asto very justly ex- 


cite the indignation of our pace and to call 
for prompt and decided action on the part of 
this Government. A considerable number of 
the sailors of the United States steamship 
Baltimore, then in the harbor of Valparaiso, 
being upon shore leave and unarmed, were 
assaulted by armed mennearly simultane- 
ously in different localities inthecity. One 
petty officer was killed outright and seven or 
—— seamen were seriously wounded, one of 
whom has since died.So savage and brutal was 
the assault that several of our sailors received 
more than two, and oneas many as eight 
stab wounds. Aninvestigation of the affair 
was promptly made bya board of officers of 
the Baltimore and theirreport shows that 
these assaults were unprovoked; that our 
men were conducting themselves ina 
peaceable and orderly Manner, and 
that some of gerd te of the city took part 
in the assault and used their weapons with 
fatal effect, while a few others, with some 
well-disposed citizens, endeavored to pro- 
tect our men. Thirty-six of our sallors were 
arrested and some of them while being taken 
to prison, were cruelly aten and mal- 
treated. The fact that they were all dis- 
charged, no criminal charge being lodged 
against any one of them, shows very clearly 
that they were innocent of any breach ofthe 
peace. So faraslI have been able to learn 
no other explanation of this bloody work has 
been suggested than that it had its origin in 
hostility to these men as sailors of the United 
States, wearing the uniform ofjtheir Govern- 
mentand not in any individual act or personal 
animosity. The attention of the Chilian 
Government was at once called to this affair 
anda statement ofthe facts obtained by the 
investigation we had conducted was sub- 
mitted, accompanied by a request to be ad- 
vised of any other or qualifying facts inthe 
possession of the Chilian Government that 
might tendtorelieve this affair of the ap- 
pearance of an insult to this Government. 
The Chilian Government was also advised 
that if such qualifying facts did not exist, 
this Government would confidently expect 
fuliand prompt reparation. 

Itisto be regretted that the reply of the 
Secretary for Foreign Affairs of the Pro- 
visional Government was couched in an of 
fensive tone. Tothisno response has been 
made. This government is now awalting the 
result ofan investigation, which has been 
conducted by the Criminal Court at Valpa- 
raiso. It is reported unofficially that the tin- 
vestigation is about completed, anditis ex- 
pected that the result will soon be commun!- 
cated to this government, together with 
some adequate and satisfactory response to 
the note by which the attention. of 
Chill was called to this incident. 
If these Just expectations should 
be disappointed or further needless 
delayjintervene, I will, by a special message, 
bring this matter again to the attention of 
Congress for such action as may be neces- 
sary. The entire correspondence with the 
government of Chili will at an early day be 
submitted to Congress. 

I renew the recommendation of my special 
message, dated Jan. 16, 1890, for the adoption 
of the necessary legislation to enable this 
Governmenttoapply in the case of Sweden 
and Norway the same rule in respect tothe 
levying oftonnage due as was ciaimed and 
secured tothe shipping of the United States 
in 1828, under art.

The adjournment of the Senate without ac- 
tion on the pending acts for the suppression 
of the slave traffic in Africa and for the re- 
form of the revenue tariff of the independent 
State of the Congo left this government una- 
ble to exchange those acts on the date fixed, 
July 2, 1891.

THE NICARAGUA CANAL. 

The annual report of the Maritime Canal 
Co. of Nicaragua shows that much costly and 
necessary preparatory work has been done 


during the year in the construction of shops, 
railroad tracksand harbor piers and break- 
waters, and that the work of canal construc- 
tion has made some progress. 

I deem it to bea matter of highest concern 
to the United States that this canal, connect- 
ing the waters of the Atlanticand Pacific 
Oceans and giving tousa short water com- 
munication between our ports upon these two 
great seas, should be speedily constructed 
and at the smallest practical limit of cost. 
The gain in freights to the people and the 
direct saving to the Government of the United 
States in the use of its naval vessels would 
pay the entire cost of this work withina 
short series of years. The report of the 
Secretary of the Navy shows the saving in 
our naval expenditures which would result. 
The Senator from Alabama (Mr. Morgan), in 
his argument upon this subject before the 
Senate at the last session, did not overesti- 
mate the importance of this work when he 
said that ‘*The canalis the most important 
subject now connected with the commercial 
growth and progress of the United States.’’ 
If this work is to be promoted by the usual 
financial methods and without the aid of this 
Government the expenditures, in its inter- 
est-bearing securities and stocks, will prob- 
ably be twice the actual cost. This will 
necessitate higner tolls and constitute a 
heavy and altogether needless burden upon 
our commerce and that ofthe world. Every 
dollar of the bonds and stock of the company 
should represent a doliar expended in the 
légitimate and economical prosecution of the 
work. Thisis only possible by giving tothe 
bonds the guaranty of the United States 
Government. 
the ready sale at par of a 3 per cent bond, 
from time to time, as the money was 
needed. I do not doubt, bullt upon these 
business methods, the canal would when 
fully inaugurated earn its fixed charges and 
operating expenses. Butif its bonds are to 
be marketed at heavy discounts, and every 
bond sold isto be accompanied by a gift of 
stock, as has come to be expected by invest- 
ors in such enterprises, the trafic will be 
burdened to pay interest and dividends. I 
am quite willing to recommend Government 
promotion in the prosecution of a work 
which, 14 no other means offer for securing 
its completion, is of such transcendent inter 


est that the Government should, in my opin- | 


ion, secure it by direct appropriations from 
its treasury. 

A guaranty of the bonds ofthe canal com- 
pany toan amount necessary to the com- 
pletion of the canal could, I think, be so 
given as not toinvolve any serious risk of 
ultimate loss.

EFFECT OF THE TARIFF. 
There is certainly nothing in the condition 
of trade, foreign or domestic, there is cer 
tainly nothing in the condition of our people 


' 
of any elass, to suggest that the existing | 
tariff and revenue legislation bears oppress- | 


ively upon the people or retards the commer- 
cial development ofthe nation. It may be 
argued that our condition would be better if 
our tariff legislation were on a i free-trade 
basis; but {t cannot be denied that all the 
conditions of prosperity and of general con- 
tentmentare present in a larger degree than 
ever before in our history, and that, too, 
just when it. was prophesied they would be 
lathe worst state. Agitation for radical 
changes in tariff? and financial legislation 
cannot help but may seriously impede busi. 
ness, to the prosperity of which some degree 
of stability in legislation ts essential. 

I think there are conclusive evidences that 
the new tariff has created several great in- 
dustries, which will within afew years give 
employment to several hundred thousand 
American workingmen and women. In view 
of the somewhat overcrowded condition of 
the labor market of the United States, every 
patriotic citizen should rejoice atsucha re- 
sult. 

The report of the Secretary of the Treasury 
shows that the total receipts of the Govern.

In exchange for the silver bullion there have 
been issued $50,570,498 ofthe treasury notes 
authorized by the act. The lowest price of 
silver reached during the fiscal year was 
$0.9626 on April 22, 191; but on Nov. 1, the 
market price was only %.%, which would 
give to the silver dollara bullion value of 
74% cents. 


THE SILVER QUESTION. | 
Before the influence of the prospective sil- 
ver legislation was felt in the market silver |

The abiest advocates of free coinage | 
in the last Congress were most confident in

| ants, the loss of our gold in Euro 
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try, its farmers and laborers, have the 
highest interest that every dollar, paper 
or coin, issued by the Government shali be 
as good asany other. If there is one less 
valuable than another its sure and constan 
errand will be to pay them for their toll an 
for their crops. The money-lender will pros 
tect himself by stipulating for payment in 
gold, Dut the laborer has not been able to do 
hat. To place business on a silver basis 
would meana sudden and severe contrac- 
tion of the eurrency, by the withdrawal of 
gold and gold notes, andsuch an unsettlin 
of ai Values as would produce a commercta 
I cannot believe that a people so 
strong and prosperous as ours will promote 
sucha policy. 

The producers of silver are entitled to jast 
consideration but they should not forget that 
the Government is now buying and putting 
out of the market whatis the equivalent of 
the entire product cf our silver mines. This 
is more than they themselves thought of ask- 
ing two yearsago. I believe it is the earn- 
est desire of a great majority of the people, 
as it is mine, that a full coin use shall be 
made of silver just as soon as the co-opera- 
tion of other nations can be secured and a 
ratio fixed that will give circulation equ ally 
to gold and silver. The busliess 
of the world requires the use of both 
metais, but I do not see any prospect of gain, 
but much of loss, by giving up the present 
system,in whicha fulluseis madeof goid 
and a large use of stlver, fot one in which afi 
ver alone will circulate. Such an event would 
be at onceffatal to the further progress of the 
silver movement. HBimetalism is the desired 
end and the true friends of silver will be care-

[have endeavored by the use. of official 
agencies to keepa @lose observation of the 
state of public sentiment tn Euro upon 
this question, and have not found it to he 
such as to justify mein proposing an inter- 
national conference. There is, however, I 
am sure,a growing sentiment in Europe in 
favor of a larger use of stiver, and I know of 
no more effectual way of promoting tiis 
sentiment than by accumulating gold here. 
A scarcity of goldin the European reserves 
will be the t persuasive argument for the 
use of silver. 

The exports of gold to Europe, which be- 
gan in February last and continued until the 
close of July, aggregated over seventy mbil- 
lions of doliars. The net loss of gold during 
the fiscal year was nearly 5,060,000. That 
no serious monetary disturbance resuited 
was most gratifying and gave to Europe 
fresh evidence of the strength and stability 
of our financial ipstitutions. With the move- 
ment of crops the outflow of gold was 
speedily stopped, and a return setin.
